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STATE AUDIT OF TOWN BOOKS 


During October of 1960 Auditors from the State 
Tax Commission examined the books of the Town as 
they do periodically, according to law. This audit was 
for the fiscal year of 1959 and January 1 through Sep- 
tember 30, 1960 and included books of the Selectmen, 
Town Clerk, Town Treasurer, Tax Collector, Trustees 
of Trust Funds and Library Trustees. Apparently they 
felt that all were in order but did give us many useful 
suggestions, and strongly recommended the Tax Col- 
lector deed to the Town all unredeemed taxes over two 
years old. Upon completion of their audit they pub- 
lished a 36 page report which may be inspected by 
any interested parties, a copy of the same being at the 
office of the Tax Collector, Town Clerk, and each of 
the Selectmen. This audit cost the Town $1938.81. 


During the year the old Ripley place which was 
owned by George Swetson was deeded by the Tax Col- 
lector to the Town for delinquent taxes. As this prop- 
erty was mortgaged we felt it in the best interest of 
the Town to give title to the mortgage holder as he 
was willing to pay all back taxes for same. The Carrie 
Royce lot, which the Town has owned for many years, 
was sold also. This lot was only a few acres with no 
boundaries so we feel we were fortunate to be able to 
sell it to an adjoining landowner. 


We all know that the changing world from time to 
time requires us to change our way of living. For many 
years little used town roads have provided an excellent 
place for our children to slide, play hopscotch and other 
games. A few years ago it was voted to provide bus 
service to school for all children as it was felt there 
were risks involved in their walking along the high- 
ways due to increased traffic. This same increase in 
traffic has made it necessary that all children be re- 
stricted from using our town roads as a place to play. 
The co-operation of the parents has been greatly ap- 
preciated in this matter. 
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The following was taken from a recent publica- 
of the New Hampshire Taxpayers magazine: 


“WE KNOW NOW!” was the comment of the 
Tucson Retail Trade Bureau Bulletin when it printed 
the following editorial from a Lansing, Michigan, 
newspaper of 1858: “The demands of some citizens for 
installation of watering troughs for horses on Lansing 
streets are a shocking Indication that there are no 
lengths to which people will not go in seeking govern- 
ment services. This great land of ours was not founded 
by people who expected a Welfare State to solve all 
their problems, even to the extent of demanding that 
facilities for quenching the thirst of horses be provid- 
ed at public expense. The attitude exemplified by those 
who are making these unreasonable current demands 
upon this city’s newly-formed government raise the 
spectre of even more fantastic demands upon govern- 
ment in the years ahead. WHO KNOWS WHAT WILL

WHERE DO YOU LIVE? 


During the past year, exactly one third of the 
documents received for recording by your Town Clerk 
gave Campton as the address of the maker although 
the maker’s residence was Thornton. Some of the vital 
records (‘Vital Statistics”) are also made out in this 
way. Reports in newspapers of achievements of our 
residents have frequently listed them as living in 
Campton. 


These are perhaps quite natural errors since we 
have a Campton R. F. D. — but what is the result? 
At best, it leads to delay in the filing or recording of 
records and can result in their being filed in the wrong 
town with consequent future complications. It puts an 
additional and unnecessary burden upon our neighbor- 
ing Town Clerk. Only through his alertness can costly 
and embarrassing mistakes in the Town Records be 
avoided. Also — and we feel this is important to all of 
us — it deprives your town of a certain amount of pub- 
licity — if you will, “advertising.” 


All of us are interested in taxes — especially in 
the possible reduction of taxes. In a time of constantly 
Increasing costs we can reduce our taxes in only one 
of two ways: either we reduce our expenses by cutting 
down on our services or we increase our revenues. The 
first is an almost impossible and certainly unpopular 
course. The second depends on increasing our tax base 
— making Thornton grow. Certainly you can not bring 
new residents — or an industry — to an unknown spot 
— and you can’t have your town known if you give 
vour address as another town! Why not each and every 
one of us do his little bit in advertising Thornton? It 
is well situated geographically; it’s a friendly town; 
it has a school whose facilities and instruction are out- 
standing. It’s a GOOD place to live. Let us think Thorn- 
ton and talk Thornton — and let’s remember our cor- 
rect address is Thornton, N. H. (R. F. D. 1 Campton). 
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TOWN ROADS 
1960 TOWN HIGHWAY MAINTENANCE 


Summer work this year began with completion 
of repairs of the damage done by the flood of October, 
1959. Much gravel had to be replaced where it had 
been washed away and these places shaped up for 
proper drainage. We hired Campton Sand & Gravel 
Co. to do the work to the bridges at the Gore. They 
used their large crane to remove the large rocks which 
had washed into the channel just above the upper 
bridge and placed them on the banks to prevent fur- 
ther wash. At the Hartwell bridge a new wall was laid 
to keep the water from washing around the abutment. 
Large cut stone were used which formed a very sturdy 
barrier. Total cost of the repairs of flood damage was 
as follows:

The Town received $3817.65 TRA from the State 
to apply on this work. 


The balance of TRA money was spent on the Sand- 
wich Notch Road to replace all the old culverts with 
larger ones and new ditches were made. Gravel was 
applied as necessary and about two-tenths of a mile 
of the hill received a coat of tar. 


The Summer maintenance money was used to care 
for all the town roads including the Sandwich Notch 
Road as the State Highway Department did not have 
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the money available which the legislature provided at 
the last session. This matter is being investigated at 
the present by our Representative and the Selectmen.

It is interesting to note that costs of spraying and 
mowing bushes this year came to $284.00 while only 
three years ago mowing cost $392.25 where we did no 
spraying. 

The repairs to the pier of the West Thornton 
bridge were done by Campton Sand & Gravel Co. They 
put 70.92 tons of cut stone around the pier by dump- 
ing it over the side of the bridge and then placing it 
by machine from below. We were fortunate to have 
low water while the job was being done. Mr. White- 
house of Campton Sand & Gravel Co. estimated the 
cost of this work before starting and agreed to put 
60 tons of rock in for’$1,100.00. There was no addi- 
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tional charge for the extra work done by his crew and 
we feel the job was very well done at a very reasonable 
price. 


We purchased one load of tar at a cost of $394.72 
this year to be used for patching purposes. Mr. Rivers 
purchased a tar spray machine which was used for 
patching and small tarring jobs. There are some sec- 
tions of road which the Town should plan to retar in 
1961.

You have no doubt noticed Article 6 in our warrant which 
pertains to the problem of plowing dooryards and probably 
some questions have arisen about it. The first responsibility 
of the Town, of course, is to keep the town roads open and 
passable. The town has plowed dooryards for many years as a 
service to the public which has added greatly to the costs of 
Winter maintenance. However, this begins to get confusing 
and more increasingly expensive as dooryards get larger and 
more frequent and many people have to go to work early. Our 
plows cannot do everyone first so many people now have other 
arrangements so they can be sure to get out in the morning. 
The Selectmen feel that future Winter expenses could be 
greatly reduced if a plan such as Article 6 were to be adopted. 


On a number of occasions we have paid the Campton Vol- 
unteer Fire Department for the use of their portable pump 
when they have been called to a fire in Thornton. The possi- 
bility of housing our pump at their fire house has been con- 
sidered which would make our pump available to them and 
eliminate this added cost. There seem to be many advantages 
where it would be kept in a warm building and readily avail- 
able in time of need. This is to be discussed under Article 7. 


The Town Report is published for your information. We 
try to make it interesting as well. Read it thoroughly and 
discuss it with your neighbors. If there are additions or al- 
terations you would like to see tell us about it. If there 
is something you don’t understand ask us about it.

School in said district on the 9th day of March, 1961, 
at 7:00 o’clock in the afternoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 
2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


8 To choose a Member of the School Board for 
the ensuing three years. 


4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the 
School Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensa- 
tion of any other officers or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Com- 
mittees, or officers chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in 
relation to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see what sum of money the district will raise 
and appropriate for the support of schools, for the 
salaries of school district officials and agents, and for 
the payment of statutory obligations of the district, 
and to authorize the application against said appro- 
priation of such sums as are estimated to be received 
from the state foundation aid fund together with 
other income; the school board to certify to the select- 
men the balance between the estimated revenue and 
the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by 
taxes by the town. 


9. To see if the District will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum not exceeding twelve thousand dol- 
lars ($12,000.) for the construction of an additional 
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room at the Thornton Central School, including the 
cost of architect’s fees, and furniture, furnishings and 
equipment, and in order to provide such funds, to au- 
thorize the school board to borrow the amount voted 
and to issue serial notes or bonds in the name and on 
the credit of the district, and to fix the time and place 
of payment, rate of interest, terms, maturities, and 
provide for the sale thereof, all in accordance with 
New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 
30, known as the “Municipal Finance Act” and any 
- amendments applicable thereto. (Requires two-thirds 
vote by ballot.) 


10. If the District votes to add a room to the Cen- 
tral School, to see if the District will raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of sixteen hundred dollars ($1,600.) 
for the principal and interest payment for the first 
year. 


11. To transact any further business that may le- 
gally come before this meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 





TO THE THORNTON SCHOOL BOARD: 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 


The Thornton Elementary School began this year 
with no change in staff or grade assignments and it is 
my opinion that the school is running efficiently and 
well. Mrs. Wilson returned as Supervisor of Music and 
Mrs. Fisher as School Nurse. The lunch program con- 
tinues to be very successful with nearly 100 percent 
participation and we are very fortunate to have Mrs. 
Mellett continue to be our Hot Lunch Supervisor. 


Our testing program has not differed from other 
years with the exception that this year in the Spring 
8th graders will be given an aptitude test — the result 
of which will be an added factor for correct high school 
placement of your eighth grade graduates. The rest 
of the program as mentioned previously remains the 
same with achievement tests being given to all students 
in the Fall and in the Spring, mental ability tests every 
other year and readiness tests to all beginning first 
graders. 


One of the major problems facing us at the pres- 
ent time is the education of children in Mrs. Benton’s 
room. She now has 43 students in three grades and it 
is an impossibility for her or anyone else to meet the 
needs of all these pupils. I am very sure at the present 
time their education is suffering. As a partial solution, 
Mrs. Thompson has been employed to help her three 
mornings each week and although this improves the 
situation, it is only of a temporary nature and would 
not in my opinion be satisfactory to continue over long 
periods of time. I am recommending to the school 
board that another teacher be added to your staff 
which I feel is needed. If another teacher is employed, 
two grades could then be placed in each room and I 
would hope I might be: able to secure a man teacher 
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to do some work in physical education and athletics 
as well as helping in the administration of the school. 
The salary we could offer for a man at the present 
time might be a deterrent but if the school becomes 
a four-teacher unit as I feel it should, at some future 
date one of these teachers should be a man. 


If it is decided to add another teacher the problem 
of space then becomes of primary importance. There 
is no question but what we could operate within the 
_ confines of the present building but this would mean 
losing the use of the present activity room for hot 
lunch, music, physical education and all other events 
both of a business and social nature that are held there 
during the evening. It would be possible to operate the 
hot lunch program and take food to the children in 
their rooms but it is a system that poses many prob- 
lems and I recommend it — only as an emergency 
measure. The present building was engineered so that 
one classroom might easily be added at a future date. 
This addition could be completed according to present 
figures for $12,000 or for an additional $1,000 plus 
interest per year to the budget for the next twelve 
years. This would allow you to retain the present ac- 
tivity room and all the uses to which it is put as well 
as providing better education for your children. The 
State of New Hampshire would also reimburse the 
town for 80 percent of the principal payments which 
would then amount to $700 per year plus interest. 


Your thinking on these matters no doubt will be 
influenced by the number of pupils anticipated for 
school enrollment during the years ahead. The school 
census indicates that during the next five years by 
actual count the population will fluctuate between 8&6 
and 98 pupils. This does not allow for any retardation, 
or movement from some other district. Also during 
the next three years, it is indicated that Mrs. Ben- 
ton’s room which presently houses the third, fourth 
and fifth grades will number from 38 to 46 pupils. It 
would seem to me that these figures justify the em- 
ployment of a new teacher and the addition of one 
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classroom but I realize the situation of your tax struc- 
ture at the present time and know it should be given 
a great deal of thought. 


My point of view may be prejudiced but I have 
always felt that if good education for our children 
does not matter then nothing else does. 


I have enjoyed the cooperation of the school board 
and teachers during the past year and I am sure you 
understand that I am ready and willing to help you 
with your educational needs whenever I can.

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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State 
of New Hampshire, requires that school district an- 
nual reports show the total amount paid to the su- 
perintendent of schools as per the following quotation: 
“Reports. Each superintendent of a supervisory union 
shall annually prepare a report showing the total sal- 
ary paid to the superintendent, which report shall show 
in detail the amount derived from the per capita tax 
and the amount paid directly by each school district 
in the union.” 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is pro- 
rated among the several school districts of the union 
on the basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is prorated 
on the basis of average daily membership in the school 
for the previous school year ending June 30th. The 
Superintendent of Supervisory Union No. 48 during 
1959-60 received a salary of $7,750 which was made 
up as follows: $3,500 paid from the per capita tax and 
$4,250 prorated among the several school districts. 
Allowance of $1,100 for travel within the union was 
also prorated as stated above. 


The table below shows the portion of salary and 
travel charged to each school district.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


Our school enrollment is ninety-six this year. The 
enrollment has increased to a point where the school 
board and Mr. Bowie, our superintendent, as well as 
the teachers, felt it necessary to hire a fourth teacher, 
for part time, to help Mrs. Benton. The enrollment in 
Mrs. Benton’s room is forty-three with three grades. 


Mrs. Mildred Thompson has been hired to assist 
Mrs. Benton three mornings each week. This assist- 
ance is a great help, but we need a fourth teacher, 
full time, next year in order to give each and every 
pupil the attention he rightfully deserves and also to 
meet our teaching requirements. 


Mrs. Virginia Dearborn is doing a fine job with 
our beginners. She replaced Mrs. Thompson, who re- 
tired in June, 1959. Mrs. Dearborn has an enrollment 
of twenty-eight pupils in grades one and two this year. 


Our P.-T. A. presented our school with a very fine 
filmstrip and slide projector early last Fall. This pro- 
jector is of valuable teaching assistance, especially in 
science and social studies. 


At the present time the P.-T. A. is having a loud 
speaker system installed in the auditorium. 


We certainly appreciate all that the P.-T. A. group 
is doing for our school. 


The school district has purchased a record play- 
er for the music classes and to be used for listening 
purposes in the classrooms. The teachers are very 
pleased with it and expect the pupils to get a great 
deal of benefit from the classical music they will hear 
played. 


Our cafeteria, under the able management of Vir- 
ginia Mellett, is serving lunches to approximately one 
hundred percent of the pupils. This fact is very grati- 
fying to everyone concerned. 
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The enrollment in grades six, seven and eight is 
twenty-five this year. We anticipate ten pupils will 
graduate from our eighth grade in June. Our classes 
seem to be progressing very satisfactorily at this time. 


It is always to the advantage of the pupil when 
there is understanding between the parents and the 
teacher. As teachers, it is our aim to help the pupil by 
showing him HOW and then have him do the work. 


_ We, most cordially, invite the parents to visit our 
classrooms at any time. If there is any question, please, 
come to the teacher concerned, or to the principal, 
that the question may be talked over for a better un- 
derstanding for all.

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THE MUSIC PROGRAM IN THORNTON 


Music activities have been more varied during the 
past year due to the improvement in basic skills. Rote 
singing with observation of tonal patterns, recognition 
of like phrases, awareness of mood, tempo, volume and 
pitch have not only improved singing but have given 
children a better understanding and appreciation of 
fine music. This carries over in listening also. Part- 
singing in the middle and upper grades has improved 
through greater knowledge of notes and note values 
and increased experience. Rhythmic movement and 
rhythm instruments have been used while singing 
and/or listening, providing physical activity and the 
development of muscular coordination. 


In the Spring, the middle grades presented an op- 
eretta, ““Hansel and Gretel” for the school. The chil- 
dren created the dances and made all costumes and 
scenery, as well as learning lines and songs for the pro- 
duction. 


An important addition to our music program has 
been a very fine 4-speed record player of which we may 
all be very proud.
